Animal welfare inspector found ‘emaciated’ corpse lying in hutch

A RABBIT owner whose pet died from starvation and 
dehydration has been banned from keeping the anim¬ 
als for five years. 

Magistrates were told the rabbit was discovered 
dead in a hutch at the Harlow home of Dion Burd by 
an RSPCA inspector who had been tipped off that it 
had been left unattended. 

Burd, 26, who changed her pleas to guilty when she 
appeared at Chelmsford Magistrates Court on Tues¬ 
day, admitted causing unnecessary suffering to the 
grey and white rabbit called Tommy between Septem¬ 
ber 17 and October 1, 2013 and to failing to ensure it 
received a suitable diet including fresh drinking 
water. 

Burd, who has since moved to another address, was 
given a 12-month community order and disqualified 


from keeping rabbits for five years. She was also 
ordered to pay £300 costs. 

RSPCA prosecutor Lynne Shirley said that when 
the inspector called at Burd’s home on October 4,2013 
no-one was in. She went round the back and found the 
corpse of the rabbit in its hutch. It was thin and 
underweight and both the food and water bowl were 
empty. 

A post-mortem examination by a vet revealed the 
rabbit had died from chronic malnutrition and 
dehydration in the previous 24-48 hours. There was 
no food or water in its stomach and it was emaciated, 
a condition which would have taken “many days of 
neglect to occur”. 

When interviewed, Burd claimed she had seen the 
rabbit at midday on September 30 when it was still 
alive. She said she went to take a phone call but when 
she returned it had died. 

She insisted she had not abandoned the animal, 


claiming it had died before they left the property but 
were refused permission by the landlord to return to 
collect its body. She was also adamant that she or her 
children had always fed and watered the animal. 

Burd stated: “It’s heartbreaking that I have lost 
him. If it does come back that we caused it, I didn’t 
mean it and I will be heartbroken.” 

Kayte Block, representing Burd, said in mitigation 
her client had been dealing with a number of stressful 
issues at the time. She was having problems with her 
landlord and had left the property on September 30. 
He refused to let her back in. 

Miss Block said the defendant, who was the sole 
carer for her children, admitted she did not know how 
to care for a rabbit, feeding it nuggets but not hay. 

“She’s adamant the rabbit died on September 30 
and she was present. She is distressed and extremely 
remorseful at the outcome and will never keep rab¬ 
bits again.”

A MAN who confronted burglars 
after they had broken into his 
parents’ home was threatened 
with a knife.

One 
had dark brown, receding hair 
with a goatee-style beard, olive 
skin and a chubby face. 

PC Leo Fordham, of Harlow 
Police, said: “A white vehicle, 
possibly an Audi, was seen in the 
area at the time and in the days 
before the incident. I would 
especially like to speak to 
anybody who may have seen it.”

Couple set to 
face trial over 
child neglect 

A HARLOW couple accused of 
assaulting, ill-treating, 
neglecting or abandoning a 
young child are to stand trial at 
the crown court. 

The couple, who live at 
different addresses in the town, 
will appear at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on July 6 for a trial which 
is expected to last up to seven 
days. 

Both were granted 
unconditional bail after entering 
pleas of not guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Monday. 

An order was made under the 
Children and Young Person’s Act 
preventing anything being 
published which could lead to 
the identification of the child. 

The defendants have been 
charged with committing an 
offence which was likely to cause 
unnecessary suffering or injury 
to health when they had 
responsibility for the child 
between June 7 and 14 last year. 


■ from front page 
abiding community of Harlow.” 

He added: “We are a tolerate town, we 
are a diverse town and we are a good- 
natured town and we have good-natured 
people. 

“Because of all the anti-social beha¬ 
viour going on and the difficulties that 
people are facing, it’s inevitable people 
are in a rage.” 

Since October 2013 caravans have 
been parked on verges, roundabouts, 
cycle tracks and school grounds across 
the town. 

Residents have complained they feel 
intimidated and accused the Travellers 
of leaving behind piles of rubbish as 
they move from place to place to avoid 
authorities. 

There are currently six caravans in 
Coldharbour Road and five in Third 
Avenue. There are 28 people on these 
unauthorised encampments. 

In his response to Mr Halfon’s cri¬ 
ticism, Mr Kavanagh said: “In 30 years 
I’ve never been accused of walking away 
from a difficult situation and Essex 


Police aren’t going to walk away from 
any situation in which unauthorised 
encampments are taking place in the 
county.” 

He added: “We use very limited legis¬ 
lation. There are two pieces of legis¬ 
lation available to the police - one is not 
available to Essex because there are no 
transit sites in the community and the 
other one has very clear expectations of 
when and where we cannot use it. 

“When there is anti-social behaviour, 
when there is criminal damage, we can 
and we do use this section 61, moving 
people on very quickly. 

Damage 

“There has been criminal damage to 
land. There has been defecation in areas 
there shouldn’t be and guess what my 
officers do when that happens? They 
move them on.” 

The county’s top cop also pointed out 
the police were not the only agency that 
has powers to tackle illegal encamp¬ 
ments and said the lack of transit sites 
was the real problem. 


He added: “They have two dozen 
pieces of legislation that local author¬ 
ities and the environment agency can 
use around Travellers. But they are also 
a group we will not label. We will not 
just go after them.” 

“This is planning issue, a local 
authority issue - it’s not just a police 
issue,” he said. 

In Essex there are 170 Traveller 
pitches and the need is expected to rise 
to 1,000 in the next few years. 

Mr Kavanagh also criticised Mr Half¬ 
on for not meeting him to discuss the 
situation. But Mr Halfon said only one 
date was made available and he could 
not attend. 

Mr Halfon told the Star this week: 
“This is not about the work of local 
officers and of the anti-social team, who 
are doing a good job - this is about the 
chief constable.” 

A meeting for all agencies involved, to 
discuss the current situation, is due to 
take place tomorrow (Friday) at the 
Harlow Enterprise Hub, in Edinburgh 
Way.

My treatment continued with 
extreme care and monitoring 
over a five-day period and finally 
I was allowed to return home. 

The point I would like to make 
is that we all know the A&E is 
under great pressure but the 
teams in there are doing 
excellent work. 

We need to support our local 
A&E as it covers a large area so 
there is bound to be a rush. 

I would urge all of us to work 
together to resolve the issues 


being faced by the A&E by 
asking for a little patience from 
the public at large and stopping 
the misuse of 999 callouts. 

Finally, I would ask all 
politicians not to finger point 
but actually come up with 
solutions. Let’s get the ball 
rolling towards achieving even 
better targets. 

From the deepest parts of my 
heart I would like to thank 
everyone at the hospital. We are 
lucky to have the NHS; at the 
end of the day a healthy society 
is a happy and productive one.

■ The single-seater C5 
had a top speed of only 
15 mph and a maximum 
distance of around 20 
miles per battery charge. 
Owners did not require a 
license to drive it on the 
road. 

■ Although it was 
powered by a 12-volt 
battery the C5 was also 
fitted with pedals which 
could be used to propel 
the vehicle. 

■ When it was launched 
back in 1985 the C5 had 
a recommended selling 
price of £399. 

■ The C5 was 
manufactured by Sinclair 
Vehicles and assembled 
in a factory in Merthyr 
Tydfil. 

■ The C5 was unveiled 
at a press launch at 
Alexandra Palace on 
January 10,1985. 

■ Former C5 salesman 
Adam Harper broke a 
land speed record for an 
electric vehicle when he 
drove a modified vehicle 
at 150mph. 



Heart attack cyclist thanks the 
police officer who saved his life 


A MAN who collapsed while out 
cycling in Harlow town centre 
has thanked the quick-thinking 
police officer who saved his life. 

Kevin Ball, 56, suffered a 
heart attack in Post Office Road 
on December 6. 

PC Lee Sheppard was alerted 
by a member of the public and 
immediately used his first aid 
training to perform CPR until 
paramedics arrived. 

Mr Ball was taken to the 
Lister Hospital at Stevenage 
where he spent a week in the 
intensive care unit and a 
further week in the acute 
cardiac care unit. 

He was then transferred to 
the Royal Brompton Hospital in 
London where he underwent 
surgery 

Mr Ball is now recovering at 
home in Jerounds where he 
thanked PC Sheppard for his 
swift action. 

Mr Ball’s wife, Karen, said: 
“Without Lee’s help, Kevin 
would not be here today. We 
would like to say a massive 
thank you, not only to Lee but 
also to the paramedics, the heli 


team, the doctors and the 
policemen who took us to 
Stevenage. 

“This event has been 
extremely traumatic for the 
family but we would like to 
once again extend our extreme 
gratitude and thanks to all 
involved.” 

Speaking after the incident, 
42-year-old PC Sheppard, who is 
part of the Harlow Local 
Policing Team, said: “Luckily I 
was really close to where the 
man had collapsed and 
autopilot just kicked in. I 
performed CPR until the 
paramedics arrived. 

“I just did what anyone else 
would have done. 

“The training we have as 
police officers came in really 
handy and is why I knew what I 
needed to do.” 

PC Sheppard’s response was 
praised by Superintendent 
Trevor Roe, who said: “His 
actions demonstrate that he is a 
credit to the police service. 

“I will be endorsing a 
recommendation that he 
receives official recognition for 
his efforts to help this man.”

AN enthusiastic owner of an ori¬ 
ginal Sinclair C5 battery powered 
vehicle is planning to mark the 
30th anniversary of its launch by 
driving it on a sight-seeing tour of 
London. 

Karl Heard, 44, of Potters Field, 
Harlow, was planning to under¬ 
take his trip on Saturday but had 
to call it off because of bad weath¬ 
er. 

The electronically driven tri¬ 
cycle with its unique eye-catch¬ 
ing bodyshell was the brainchild 
of inventor and entrepreneur Sir 
Clive Sinclair. It was unveiled on 
January 10, 1985 but proved a 
commercial disaster, with only 
5,000 sold before the company 
that made them went bust. 

Despite its flaws, the C5 gained 
a cult following and even today 
has a loyal band of dedicated own¬ 
ers, among them Mr Heard, who 
is a professional musician and 
filmmaker. 


His passion for the quirky 
machine began when, as a child, 
he arrived home to discover his 
father had bought one, which he 
is still driving today 
“It was just after the sci-fi film 
Tron was released when my fath¬ 
er bought one,” he said. “It was 
like seeing the future. 

“I use my C5 every summer,” he 
said. “ It’s so easy to drive and it’s 
great fun for the kids. 

“I wanted to do something spe¬ 
cial for the anniversary so I wrote 
a song dedicated to the C5 and 
will film clips of myself driving it 
past the famous landmarks for 
the C5 owners website.” 

Mr Heard is hoping to visit

several landmarks on his trip 
including Alexandra Palace, 
Oxford Street and Tower Bridge. 

Mr Heard, who is believed to be 
Harlow’s only remaining C5 
owner, was interviewed on BBC 5 
Live and also appeared as part of 
a feature on BBCl’s The One 
Show on Friday 

“Most of the C5s on the show 
were modified but mine was as 
new,” he said. “It’s rare to find an 
original in such good condition 
but I have looked after mine by 
storing it inside my garage dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

With a top speed of 15mph and a 
20-mile battery life, the C5 will 
not be able to complete the whole 
tour so Mr Heard has called on 
the of a friend with a van to help 
him. 

Although the C5 was widely 
mocked and ranked number one 
in the BBC poll of bad inventions, 
its design remains an iconic sym¬ 
bol of the 1980s and one of the 
most well recognised British 
vehicles. 


Family’s tribute to ‘gentle giant’ biker

“Jon was a regular at The 
Square, well known for his bear 
hugs and caring nature. If he 
heard that any of the girls in his 
circle of friends were walking 
home alone he would go miles out 
of his way to make sue they got 
home safely. 

“He will be missed by his mum 
Anne, brothers James and Nick as 
well as his extended family and 
large circle of friends.” 

A fund set up by Mr Aicken’s 
friends to raise money to pay for 
his funeral - which will be held at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium at 
2.30pm on Friday, January 30 - has 
so far topped £8,000.

Halfon calls on 
commisioner to 
justify tax rise 

Crime chief under fire for lack of consultation’

PROPOSALS by the Essex police 
and crime commissioner to 
increase the amount the force 
receives from council taxpayers by 
two per cent has been slammed by 
Robert Halfon. 

The Harlow MP claimed there 
had been a lack of consultation 
over the rise, which he said would 
“hit the poorest hardest”. 

In a statement released last 
week, Essex PCC Nick Alston said 
the grant settlement for the force 
was challenging and would result 
in an £8.5m (4.7 per cent) reduction 
in central government funding for 
2015-16. 

“Central government grant 
makes up around two-thirds of the 
overall policing budget, with the 
other one third coming from the 
portion of local council tax used for 
policing and community safety 
purposes,” he said. 

“To help offset the reduction in 
central government grant, my 


intention is to seek an increase in 
the policing precept for Essex for 
2015-16 of just under two per cent. 
This would raise about £1.7m and 
cost an average council taxpayer 
less than 6p per week.” 

Challenges 

Mr Alston said he had arranged 
an extensive programme of public 
meetings, which gave residents the 
chance to question the chief con¬ 
stable about how the constabulary 
should tackle the “huge chal¬ 
lenges” that lie ahead, adding: “It 
is important that we have an open 
and frank debate so that together 
we rise to meet the challenges of 
continuing to keep Essex safe.” 

But Mr Halfon, who raised the 
issue in the House of Commons,

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said he had written to Mr Alston 
asking him to justify the proposal. 

“Not only do I think it is unac¬ 
ceptable for such a high rise in 
taxes to be suggested, I am also 
baffled by the lack of consultation,” 
he said. Sussex Police, when con¬ 
sidering an increase for the very 
same precept, are currently hold¬ 
ing public consultations. Why 
doesn’t Essex do the same?” 

In his response, leader of the 
House of Commons William Hague 
said: “There is already a statutory 
requirement for police and crime 
commissioners to consult their 
police and crime panel regarding 
any proposals in relation to the 
council tax precept, and the police 
and crime panel has the power to 
veto the proposed precept and ask 
the PCC to set it at a higher or 
lower level. 

“Ultimately, one of the virtues of 
PCCs being elected is that they are 
periodically accountable to the 
local voters for their decisions if 
they want to stand for re-elec¬ 
tion.”

Switch took place last year more 
than 4,500 residents registered. 

Those who switched energy provider 
made an average saving of over £200. 

Councillor Kevin Bentley, ECC’s 
cabinet member for economic 
growth and infrastructure, said: “We 
are ambitious and want thousands 
more to be able to make savings on 
their energy bills. 

“Investing just a few minutes of 
your time could save you hundreds 
of pounds off your bills.”

Latest stats 
show waiting 
time struggle 

PRINCESS Alexandra 
Hospital in Harlow looks set to 
miss its target for the number 
of people being seen within 
four hours of arriving at A&E. 

The national target is 95 per 
cent but for the first week in 
January the Hamstel Road 
hospital achieved a rate of just 
69.2 per cent. 

The waiting time 
percentage declined from 79 
per cent to 77 in the final 
quarter of 2014. 

In the first week of January, 
1,794 people attended A&E. 
Last week, 551 people had to 
wait more than four hours to 
be seen. 

The statistics ranks the 
Harlow hospital as one of the 
worst across Essex. Southend 
Hospital topped the list with 
87.8 per cent while Queens in 
Romford was bottom with 66.7 
per cent. 

In an interview with the 
Star in November, hospital 
chief executive Phil Morley 
said that only 57 per cent of 
patients to the hospital come 
from Essex, with the rest 
coming from Hertfordshire. 

Call for probe 
into deaths 
of 57 patients 

A LABOUR MP is calling for 
an independent investigation 
into the deaths of 57 
terminally-ill patients after a 
downgrade of 999 calls by the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust (EEAST). 

Shadow health minister 
Andy Burnham has 
questioned EEAST’s 999 calls 
downgrade between December 
18, 2013 and February 22 last 
year. 

Last week the trust 
admitted more than 8,000 
patients were affected by the 
changes, implemented without 
consultation. 

Mr Burnham asked Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt to 
investigate each death which 
he blamed on the "cruellest 
form of rationing imaginable". 

Mr Hunt said his 
department always 
investigated deaths and added 
the EEAST had been given 
£3.6m extra winter funding.

Is social services crisis to 
blame for hospital woe? 


Labour parliamentary candidate sets out her theory

A CRISIS in social care services is 
fuelling the extreme pressure on 
local A&E services in Harlow, 
according to parliamentary hope¬ 
ful Suzy Stride. 

The Labour candidate has 
called an urgent summit of local 
care providers to meet her and Liz 
Kendal, the Shadow Minister for 
older people. She will also seek a 
meeting with Princess Alexandra 
Hospital chief executive Phil Mor¬ 
ley. 

“In the conversations I have 
with healthcare professionals it is 
abundantly clear that cuts to 
social care are having an impact 
on the NHS and A&E in particular 
in Harlow,” Ms Stride told the 
Star this week. 

“Cuts to social care funding 
have contributed to delays in dis¬ 
charging patients back home in a 



timely way.” 

But the Harlow branch of 
Ukip has accused Labour of 
politicising the issue “against 
the wishes of the electorate”. 

Mark Gough, secretary of 
Ukip Harlow, said: “It has been 
obvious to me for years now that 
the politics should be taken out of 
our NHS and that all the political 
parties should actually listen to 
medical professionals and 
patients - stop the spinning until 
they are dizzy - and actually work 
together for the good of the ser¬ 
vice.” 

Urged 

Over the Christmas and New 
Year period, PAH urged patients 
not to use its emergency depart¬ 
ment unless they were seriously 
ill or suffering from a life-threat¬ 
ening condition. 

Ms Stride blames cuts to social 
care budgets, and in particular 


Essex County Council’s decision 
to close Mundy House - the only 
dementia daycare centre in the 
county. 

Figures released by NHS Eng¬ 
land last week revealed waiting 


times in NHS accident and emer¬ 
gency departments across Eng¬ 
land had failed to meet Govern¬ 
ment targets, showing the worst 
quarterly result in a decade. 

Ms Stride said: “The problem is 
compounded by ‘exit block’, where 
patients can’t be discharged 
because of a shortage of social 
care beds and community care. In 
part this explains the particularly 
dire situation over Christmas as 
social care runs a reduced 
service.” 

Various town care organisa¬ 
tions, health charities, carers and 
care workers are being invited to 
attend the summit which aims to 
bring local healthcare profes¬ 
sionals together to meet the chal¬ 
lenges that local services face.

Health boss 
looking into 
‘misconduct’ 
allegations 

HEALTH Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
is to investigate allegations over 
the conduct of Princess 
Alexandra Hospital chief 
executive Phil Morley while he 
was the boss of the Hull and East 
Yorkshire Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Hull MPs Alan Johnson, Karl 
Turner and Diana Johnson met 
Mr Hunt at the Department of 
Health earlier this week to raise 
concerns over Mr Morley’s 
running of the trust. 

They passed on a dossier of 
information relating to the 
treatment of a senior executive, 
Pauline Lewin, which Mr Hunt 
pledged to examine ahead of 
another meeting with the MPs in 
a month. 

Mrs Lewin, chief of 
infrastructure and development, 
was suspended during Mr 
Morley’s time as chief executive 
and, according to the Hull Daily 
Mail, has been unable to return 
to her job at the trust. 

Appointed 

Mr Morley was appointed 
chief executive at PAH a few 
weeks after leaving his job in 
Hull in April and before a report 
by the Care Quality Commission 
uncovered a culture of bullying. 

The conciliation service ACAS 
also reported problems of 
bullying, nepotism and 
intimidation at Hull Royal 
Infirmary and Castle Hill 
Hospital in Cottingham. 

Mr Johnson, MP for Hull West 
and Hessle and a former health 
secretary, told the paper: “The 
decision to move Mr Morley to 
another hospital was taken at a 
time when not many people 
understood what had been going 
on at the trust in Hull.” 

Mr Morley has rejected any 
claim of wrongdoing and said he 
had a exercised zero tolerance 
approach to bullying. In a PAH 
Trust statement he said: “No 
evidence has been found to 
support any claim of wrongdoing 
or fraudulent activity on my part 
and I strongly refute any such 
allegation.” 

Trust chairman Douglas 
Smallwood said Mr Morley was 
given the job after a “full and 
proper recruitment and 
interview process including 
appropriate due diligence” and 
praised his leadership.

New campaign 
aims to create 
healthier town 


Launch coincides with Obesity Awareness Week

MP Robert Halfon is tightening 
the belt on obesity in the town 
with the launch of the #Healthy- 
Harlow initiative. 

The project was launched on 
Monday as part of Obesity Aware¬ 
ness Week - a campaign set up by 
the National Obesity Forum to 
put the issue in the spotlight. 

Mr Halfon, who is personally 
trying to become healthier, is hop¬ 
ing to extend that to the whole 
town. 

“The problem of obesity is a 
major one and it affects more and 
more adults and children across 
the UK each year,” he said. 

“The National Obesity Forum 
said Britain was in danger of sur¬ 
passing the prediction contained 
in a 2007 report. Government fig¬ 


ures had predicted that by 2050 as 
much as 50 per cent of the UK 
population could be obese, at a 
cost of £50bn a year. 

“Obesity Awareness Week is an 
amazing initiative aiming at put¬ 
ting the national obesity problem 
at the forefront of the UK’s con¬ 
cerns, all the while promoting 
positive change. 

Amazing 

“I find that initiative absolutely 
amazing and therefore wanted to 
do my bit to help Harlow get 
healthier. 

“That is why I am launching 
#HealthyHarlow, a local initiative 
to help our town get healthier.” 

Mr Halfon has teamed up with 
trainer Caroline Collins, who 
runs Healthy Body Healthy Mind, 
to spread the message. 

Mr Halfon, who will post art¬ 


icles on his blog each week giving 
tips and advice, said: “I hope this 
will help the people of Harlow lead 
a healthier lifestyle and that all of 
you will join me on my campaign 
for a #HealthyHarlow!” 

Mr Halfon also visited an event 
at the town centre branch of the 
Halifax bank. It was organised by 
Harlow resident Kerry Catling 
who, along with five other res¬ 
idents, work as Cambridge 
Weight Plan Consultants who are 
partners for Obesity Awareness 
Week. 

Ms Catling said: “It is intended 
to put the obesity problem in the 
national spotlight and to promote 
positive change,

Opinions sought 
on NHS services 


Problem of youngsters being 
overweight a ballooning issue 


THE problem of obesity in young¬ 
sters is highlighted in figures 
released by Public Health England 
which show that almost one third 
of Year 6 pupils in Essex are over¬ 
weight. 

In the county as a whole, 13.1 per 
cent of reception class youngsters 
are overweight and 8.1 per cent are 
classed as obese. 

Figures for the whole of England 
show that 13.1 per cent of children 
are overweight when they start 
school compared to 14.4 per cent in 
Year 6, while 9.5 per cent are obese, 
rising to 19.1 per cent. 

Essex County Council, which is 
supporting the Change4Life’s cur¬ 
rent Sugar Swaps campaign to cut 
the toll of childhood obesity, has 
already invested in initiatives 


geared at improving the health of 
the county’s residents. 

Cllr Anne Brown, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for communities and healthy 
living, said: “Unfortunately, too 
many of us are guilty of not paying 
close enough attention to the 
sugar content of our diets. Too 
much sugar can lead to high levels 
of stored fat, as well as problems 
such as heart disease, type 2 dia¬ 
betes and tooth decay. 

“By simply swapping foods and 
drinks for no added sugar or sugar 
free alternatives we can make a 
huge difference to our health. 

“The council is working very 
hard to improve the health of 
Essex residents and whole¬ 
heartedly supports this cam¬ 
paign.”

The meeting, which will be 
held at Harlow Leisurezone 
from l-4pm next Thursday, 
(January 22), will give the 
people the chance to express 
their opinions.

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Building work to start next month at popular Town Park attraction 

Pets’ Corner 
off limits for 
three months 
during refurb

PETS’ Corner, the popular family attraction 
in Harlow Town Park, will be closed to the 
public for three months while major refur¬ 
bishment work is carried out. 

The refurbishment of the children’s pet¬ 
ting zoo is part of a £2.8m investment to 
regenerate and renovate the park. 

A new events barn and learning centre 
will be built to provide an enhanced edu¬ 
cation programme along with better visitor 
access and improved facilities for the anim¬ 
als. 

It will shut early next month with a 
timetable for reopening in the middle of 
spring. 

The temporary closure will enable the 
work to be undertaken as quickly and safely 


as possible. Health and safety rules mean 
that public access to the site will not be 
possible during that time. 

Arrangements have been made to ensure 
all the animals are rehoused or cared for 
while the building work is taking place. 
Staff will continue to work during the peri¬ 
od of closure to feed and exercise the anim¬ 
als. 

Although there will be no entry to Pets’ 
Corner itself, the outside paddocks within 
the Showground where animals including 
sheep, cows, llamas, goats, horses and 
reindeer are exercised daily will still be 
accessible to visitors. 

Councillor Emma Toal, Harlow Council's 
portfolio holder for youth and community, 
said: “The welfare of the animals is our 
number one priority. 

“We have ensured that whilst this build¬ 


ing work takes place that all the animals are 
cared for in a way that prevents causing 
them distress. February is generally a 
quieter time for the venue and visitors can 
still visit most of the animals who will be 
outside during the day in the paddock 
area. 

Proud 

“This project underlines Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s commitment to securing the future of 
Pets’ Corner, which is a hugely popular 
facility used by many members of the com¬ 
munity. 

“Once reopened we will have a much- 
improved venue for the public and the 
animals to enjoy and be proud of.” 

Karen Mash, of Friends of Pets’ Corner, 
said: “We fully support the temporary clos¬ 
ure. This really was the only option avail¬ 


able as it is the quickest and safest way for 
the works to be carried out and we believe 
that this plan will work out best for both the 
welfare of the animals and for the visitors 
who enjoy coming to Pets’ Corner. 

“We are excited about the development 
and we know that everyone else will share 
our excitement about the bright future that 
Pets’ Corner has.” 

Other works planned as part of the Har¬ 
low Town Park regeneration programme 
include the conservation of Spurriers 
House, improvements and upgrades to the 
Bandstand, the restoration and conserva¬ 
tion of the park’s water gardens, renewed 
and new pathways, seating, viewing points 
and improved signage across the park. 

Work on the regeneration programme 
began last month with the start of hor¬ 
ticultural improvements.

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A giant of the high seas 
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YOU may have seen pictures on the 
television of the world’s largest cargo ship 
when it arrived on British shores for the 
first time at the end of last week. 

The massive vessel, which is called the 
CSCL Globe, is the size of four football 
pitches and is longer than The Shard, 
pictured right, the tallest building in 
London. 

It is so big it can carry 900 million tins 
of baked beans, although when it docked 
in Britain it was laden with food, drink, 
clothing, electrical goods and furniture. 

The ship, which is 400 metres long and 


59 metres wide, set sail on its maiden 
voyage from China last month with a crew 
of 31. 

Built in South Korea, it weighs 184,000 
tons and is 1,312ft long compared to The 
Shard’s height of 1,014ft. 

Hundreds of people turned out to watch 
the ship as it arrived at the UK port of 
Felixstowe pulled by four tug boats. 

However, the CSCL Globe's claim to be 
the world's largest cargo ship will last only 
a few months as another - the MSC Oscar 
which is able to carry 19,224 containers - 
will soon be sailing the high seas.

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Golf buggy 7 yobs left trail 
of damage across course 

Court told pair were found hiding from police in giant tractor tyre

TWO men who left a trail of damage after 
they went on a buggv rampage at a golf 
course in Harlow were later found hiding 
from police in a giant tractor tyre, a court 
heard on Monday 

Magistrates were told the motorised 
buggies, along with putting greens at 
Canons Brook Golf Club and a cricket 
pitch, were damaged in the incident in 
the early hours of July 8 last year. 

A helicopter was scrambled to join the 
police hunt for the pair responsible - 
James Alexander Seaton, 21, of Barley 
Croft, Harlow, and Darrel Swann, 18, of 
Carters Mead, Harlow - but they were 
eventually discovered inside the tyre in 
woodland. 


Seaton and Swann were cleared of 
stealing the buggies but were convicted 
of causing criminal damage to the golf 
club grounds and aggravated vehicle tak¬ 
ing. Sentence was adjourned until Feb¬ 
ruary 2. 

Dan Taylor, prosecuting, told Chelms¬ 
ford Magistrates Court: “At about 2am a 
member of the public telephoned police 
to report that two people were trying to 
take two golf buggies. 

Damage 

“When police arrived the buggies had 
been taken, causing damage to the golf 
course and a cricket pitch. The police 
found the two defendants in the woods, 
hiding in a tractor tyre.” 

Mr Taylor said Swann was found to be 
in possession of ignition parts removed 


from the golf buggies. 

A statement from an eyewitnesss 
whose garden backed on to the golf 
course, was read to the court. In it she 
said: “I was at home and got up to get a 
glass of water and saw a security light on 
at the golf club. I stopped and watched. 
Both ducked down when a car passed 
by. 

“Afterwards, one stood up when it had 
gone and when another car passed they 
both ducked down. I saw two golf carts 
driven off under the underpass in Eliza¬ 
beth Way” 

Sergeant David Nicholls told the court: 
“A concrete post had been pulled out of 
the ground and we saw some buggies had 
been taken. It was fairly cold, there was a 
bit of dew on the grass so it was fairly 
easy to see where they had gone. 


“Tyre marks led around the golf 
course, zig-zagging and circling the grass 
and onto the cricket pitch. As we went to 
the underpass we found a sign was dam¬ 
aged and the roof of one buggy was 
broken off.” 

DS Nicholls said the helicopter which 
was taking part in the search left because 
the density of the woods prevented the 
pilot from locating the buggies but the 
defendants were located by police on the 
ground. 

“Inside the woods were several large 
tractor tyres and inside one the two 
defendants were curved round the edge 
of the tyre,” he said. “Officers found the 
buggies near the border of the woods and 
returned them to he golf club.” 

Both defendants were released on bail 
until the sentencing hearing.

Firefighters on 
strike over cuts 
to the frontline 


Union slams cost-cutting as ‘unacceptable’

FIREFIGHTERS and emergency 
control room staff in Essex are 
striking this week in a dispute 
over frontline cuts and staffing 
conditions. 

The Fire Brigade Union claims 
Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service plans to cut at least 179 
firefighters and control staff, res¬ 
ulting in a 25 per cent reduction 
in full time uniformed firefight¬ 
ers. 

The FBU says that, as a result, 
the number of full-time firefight¬ 
ers serving at frontline fire sta¬ 
tions will be further reduced and 
emergency control staff will be 
cut by 20 per cent. There will also 
be detrimental changes to their 
working practices. 

According to the union, fire¬ 
fighter numbers in the county 
have been reduced from 750 to 656 
since 2010. 

The industrial action, which 
started yesterday (Wednesday) 
and runs until tomorrow (Fri¬ 
day), will take the form of short- 
period walkouts as well as action

Alan Chinn-Shaw, brigade sec¬ 
retary of the FBU in Essex, said: 
“We are facing cuts of an unpre¬ 
cedented scale resulting in more 
than a quarter of all frontline 
firefighter jobs being cut. 

“The public will have to wait 
longer for their local fire engines 
to arrive in the event of an emer¬ 


gency. It will be impossible to 
maintain the same safe and pro¬ 
fessional service we currently 
provide. 

“The planned job losses, reduc¬ 
tion in fire cover and attacks to 
our working conditions are unac¬ 
ceptable. We recognise the fire 
service is facing a reduced budget 
but we believe there are altern¬ 
atives to making such huge cuts 
to frontline 999-services.” 

Keith Handscomb, executive 
council member for the FBU in 
Essex, added: “Essex Fire and 
Rescue Authority will be putting 
people’s lives at risk with these 
cuts. They will trot out statistics 
but the fact is more than three 
people are rescued from emer¬ 
gencies by Essex firefighters 
every day. That is three people 
every day in Essex who cannot 
afford any cuts in frontline fire 
and rescue services.” 

A spokesman for Essex County 
Fire and Rescue Service said 
“strong resilience arrange¬ 
ments” would be in place to 
ensure fire cover was maintained 
across the county during the 
strike period. 


Man in court over 
fatal m-way crash 

A MAN accused of causing death by dangerous 
driving after a crash which shut the M25 in both 
directions a month ago has been remanded in 
custody. 

Adam Olkusz, a 25-year-old unemployed man of 
no fixed address, appeared before magistrates in 
Chelmsford after being charged with the offence 
on Friday. 

He did not enter a plea to the charge and the 
case was adjourned until Tuesday, January 27. 

The collision, which happened between junc¬ 
tions 26 (Waltham Abbey) and 27 (Mil) of the 
motorway in the early hours of Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 9, involved a Peugeot car and four lorries. 
Bhagwant Singh, 39, from Leicestershire, died 
and four other people needed hospital treatment 
for injuries. 

A 33-year-old man from Leicester who was also 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving remains on police bail.

He will be followed on the stage of the 
Ferguson Lecture Theatre by Luke 
Wright, "the best young performance 
poet around" according to Sunday 
newspaper The Observer, who is back 


by popular demand. 

There's another double bill the next 
day, Saturday, January 31. In the 
afternoon, award-winning The 
Independent columnist and BBC Radio 4 
broadcaster Steve Richards will be 
getting politics all shook up with his 
Rock 'n' Roll Election Special, a show he 
has performed at the Edinburgh 
Festival Fringe. 

Politics makes way for history on the 
Saturday evening in the form of British 
constitutional historian, TV and radio 
presenter, and the author of several 
books on the Tudors, David Starkey. A 
regular contributor to Radio 4 debate 
programme The Moral Maze, his 
acerbic tongue earned him the 
sobriquet of "rudest man in Britain", 
while his frequent appearances on 
Question Time have been received with 
criticism and applause. 

Making his debut at the festival on 
Monday, February 2 will be Steve Cole, 
who is taking over from Charlie Higson 


as author of the popular Young Bond 
novels. He will discuss his first 
contribution to that series, Shoot to 
Kill, as well as the many other 
successful books he has written for 
children. 

Also appearing on the Monday 
evening is geographer, explorer, writer 
and broadcaster Nicholas Crane, 
presenter of Coast, Great British 
Journeys and Town on BBC2. 

On Tuesday (Feb 3), Christopher 
Lloyd will bring the plays of William 
Shakespeare to life, with the aid of a 
giant wall book and his coat of many 
pockets, in a presentation suitable for 
anyone aged over 7! 

Wednesday evening (Feb 4) is the 
time for budding writers and book club 
readers to join in. A panel discussion 
between New Statesman editor Jason 
Cowley, literary agent Andrew Gordon 
and authors Marcus Sedgwick, 
Stortford's own Pauline Francis, Adele 


Geras and former Bishop's Stortford 
College student Lucy Saxon will reveal 
how they broke into the publishing 
world and how you could follow in their 
footsteps. 

This will be followed by Marcus in 
conversation with Jason about his first 
novel for adults, A Love Like Blood, 
which is described by The Guardian as 
“terrifying, thrilling and relentless”. 

The Friday, February 6 finale will be 
a repeat of the 2014 festival's closing 
event, involving James Mayhew, 
renowned for his unique presentation 
of family concerts, and the Bishop's 
Stortford College orchestra. 

It will be a magical combination of 
live art, narration and music featuring 
a repertoire of ballet and opera 
favourites.

CHANGE through language 



ELEBRATED Essex performance poet 
Luke Wright sees satire as powerful. The 
BBC Radio 4 favourite and support act of 
the legendary “punk poet” John Cooper 
Clarke spoke to go! ahead of his Bishop’s 
Stortford College Festival of Literature appearance 
at the end of this month. 

The chat was just days before satire became the 
subject of intense debate after the terrorist attack 
on the Paris office of French satirical magazine 
Charlie Hebdo. 

The poet explained how change can be made 
through poetry and satire through an image that 
captures the public imagination. 

Listeners at Bishop’s Stortford College can 
expect, in Wright’s words, an “an hour of my best 
stuff”, with his work ranging from the serious to 
the silly as he performs stories on British society, 
ordinary people and politics. 

The 32-year-old said: “Poetry can change things 
in a slow way, even if it only changes the way 
people vote. 

“The more people engaged with politics even on 
a superficial level, the better. And if someone 
comes up with a satire that’s a good piss take of a 
candidate, you might not vote for them.” 

The wordsmith, who grew up in a politically 
right of centre Essex household and holds left of 
centre views, said: “Satire gets right to the point. It 
sees some falsehood, contradiction or lie and it 
blows it up. 

“Seeing Nigel Farage as man of the people, for 
example. It’s ridiculous. But if you look at his 
policies, it’s to trample on faces of the poor. If 
someone could come up with a satire on him, that 
could expose him, maybe like Catherine Tate. 

“It would have to be something which a lot of 
people would see, perhaps on television.” 

On Labour leader Ed Miliband, he said: 
“Whoever first compared him to Wallace, in 
Wallace and Gromit, has done him a lot of damage. 
But then that’s never going to sway people who 
were going to vote for him anyway. It’s based on 
him being a bit comic. 

“When people say that you can’t trust people on 
the economy, how can you say these things and 
what is it based on? It’s hard to really know and 
there’s a danger that this comic character 
(Wallace), who is a bit hopeless, has contributed.” 

The start of Wright’s poetry career was forged in 
secondary school, when his interest in music and 
poetry set him apart from classmates. 

“I always felt an outsider in Essex. At school, 
there were three of us who were into guitar music 
and the rest of them were straight. I’ve always felt 
quite against the grain. 

“I grew up in a right-of-centre household. I’m 


definitely left of centre. I still feel like a part of the 
minority, and you’re kind of on your own. 

“I’ve grown up and learned the way we 
surround ourselves with people who think like 
us.” 

As a teenager, he took a trip to a performance 


poet’s act and was hooked. 

“There’s something about going to see someone 
being witty and funny on stage that is just 
brilliant. I thought, ‘I want to be like that’,” he 
said. 

Now, his eloquent poetry tackles social 


exclusion, class and politics with wit that swings 
from serious to silly. 

“I’m not political in the same way as a person 
like Russell Brand. I see that he is famous and he’s 
an activist, using his fame for a cause. For myself, 
the best thing about not being a famous act is that 
people don’t know what to expect.” 

He said: “I have these sort of four types of poem. 
There are more personal pieces, satirical and 
political stuff, ballads which tend to be longer, and 
some silly stuff. 

“My poems may be about social issues. For 
example, a poem called The Toll.” 

The Toll tells the story of Tracy, who lives in a 
tower block and looks out of her bedroom window 
at the Dartford Crossing. She gets a job at the 
crossing and contemplates her family life. 

This struggle out of youth into adulthood is also 
explored in Mondeo Man, a musing on suburban 
life in Maidstone, where the young man, full of 
ambition, looks around him to see an unglamorous 
landscape. 

“I write about the extraordinary in the 
ordinary,” he said. 

In The Panel, he tackles politics, the rise of UKIP 
and the failures of Labour. 

Another of his poems, he admits, is a “minute- 
and-a-half of nob jokes”. 

But this year, the curator of Suffolk’s 
much-celebrated Latitude Festival poetry tent is 
experimenting with his art form with a play set for 
its first performance this summer. 

“It’s taking the skills I’ve got and applying them 
in a different way, as it’s a really long poem 
monologue. 

“I’ve broken it up into different verse forms, and 
I’ll chat to the audience without breaking 
character. It’s not too much different to my longer 
ballads. It’s a new challenge.” 

And he stresses that poetry must be accessible 
by the simple pleasure of it. 

“The way to get people involved in poetry is 
simply to make people enjoy the poem. I go into 
schools and kids enjoy it. What’s important is 
getting kids to enjoy themselves. 

“Poetry is a sonorous experience which sounds 
good and at its very best it should be as good as 
any television programme.”

Harlow Art Trust is committed 
to supporting new talent and 
has selected three artists that 
show exceptional, exciting 
artworks, full of innovation 
and promise. Abe Pardue is a 
Harlow artist who studied and 
lives locally. Abe said: “My 
work is at a point of transition 
from almost abstract 
paintings based on corners of 
rooms, light and shadow 
where I utilise a dampened 
palette to more bright and 
figurative works.

It is set in a full-scale wrestling ring 
where Thunderbolt fights the Shadow - 
literally - to make contact with Luke and 
the referee tries to keep control! It is 
funny, poignant and real, fusing wrestling 
and theatre to show what life is like living 
with an autistic child.

Academy on Friday, January 30 and 
Saturday, January 31. In addition, a 
discussion about the themes and emotions 
that the play raises will take place after 
the show on each evening. 

Anna Kennedy, the UK autism 
ambassador, will be attending the Friday 
performance which is already sold out.

The performances in Harlow has been 
made possible thanks to a grant from 
Harlow Health Centres Trust. All money 
raised through the sale of tickets will go 
to Harlow Council chairman Ian Beckett's 
chosen charities - The Gibberd Garden, 


No Child Without and The Chocolate Run 
- as well as PACT for Autism, a registered 
charity based in Harlow. 

PACT for Autism supports the families 
of children and adults with autism and 
other special needs and disabilities by 
providing various services. 

Councillor Beckett, who first saw 
Living With Luke in July this year during 
its sell-out visit to Passmores Academy 
and helped to secure Burnt Mill Academy 
for free for the return performances, said: 
“I was so astonished by the show and also 
moved by the impact upon audience 
members with experience and no 
experience of autism that I had to arrange 
for the show to come back and reach a 
wider audience. 

"Around 700,000 or more than one in ten 
in the population are believed to have 
autism. These performances and the 
discussions which follow will help raise 
awareness of the support available to 
those affected by autism.”

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Mike's TV Film of the Week 

COMEDY/THRILLER: THE LEAGUE OF GENTLEMEN More4 Monday, 
January 19,11.15am 

This 1960 ‘heist movie’, directed by Basil Dearden, is one of the 
most purely pleasurable films ever made in this country. It starts 
in striking fashion, tipping the viewer as to the beautifully 
balanced blend of laughs and thrills in store. We are in a 
deserted street in the middle of the night. A drain cover moves 
and a pair of eyes peep out. They duck out of sight as a 
street-cleaning vehicle passes and then a middle-aged man 
(Jack Hawkins) emerges from the sewers in smart evening 
dress, climbs into a Rolls Royce and drives off. The man (with 
the plan) is former Lieutenant-Colonel Norman Hyde, seething at 
having been made redundant by the Army. We see him cutting 
five pound notes in half, inserting one half in copies of a 
paperback entitled The Golden Fleece, along with an invitation 
to a lunch hosted by the ‘Co-operative Removal Company’, and 
posting them to various addresses. 

We are then introduced, in a satisfyingly leisurely manner, to 
the seven recipients of these odd packages - and a magnificent 
seven they are too, as played by Nigel Patrick, Roger Livesy, 
Terence Alexander, Richard Attenborough, Norman Bird, Kieron 
Moore and Bryan Forbes (who also wrote the lovely, witty 
screenplay). Having seen the unhappy circumstances in which 
they are now living, when they get to the lunch - none of them 
know each other - we learn of their past. They are all ex-Army, 
and all of them left under a cloud. But Hyde knows that, 
misdeeds aside, they were all good at their jobs, and he wants 
to enlist them to help him rob a bank. Just as in the paperback, 
it will be carried out, he says, like a “military operation”... 

Hawkins, whose extremely distinguished career included such 
Oscar-winning blockbusters as Ben Hur, Lawrence Of Arabia 
and The Bridge On The River Kwai, said this was his favourite of 
all his films.

ublished in 1933, 
Testament Of Youth 
was the first instalment 
of memoirs by feminist 
writer and pacifist Vera 
Mary Brittain covering the years 
1900-1925. 

In those pages, Brittain relived 
her harrowing personal 
experiences of the First World 
War in the wider context of the 
shifting political landscape, and 
gave a voice to other women, 
who had watched loved ones 


head off to fight and never 
return. 

In 1979, the BBC produced a 
six-part mini-series based on the 
book, casting a fresh-faced 
Cheryl Campbell as the fiercely 
independent heroine. 

It’s fitting that BBC Films 
should be one of the creative 
forces behind this handsomely 
mounted big screen adaptation. 

Testament Of Youth is almost 
the right film in the right place 
at the right time, coinciding with 
centenary commemorations of 
the First World War, which 
included last year’s spectacular 
installation of 888,246 ceramic 
poppies at the Tower Of London. 

James Kent’s film is suitably 
respectful and sombre, and 
Swedish actress Alicia Vikander 


is a revelation in her first 
leading role in an 
English-language production, 
capturing the spirit, defiance 
and brittleness of a young 
woman who holds firm to her 
convictions at a time when 
women were preferably seen but 
not heard. 

Spirited and resourceful Vera 
(Vikander) is poised to head to 
Oxford University to study under 
waspish Miss Lorimer (Miranda 
Richardson). 

Her brother Edward (Taron 
Egerton) and his pals Roland 
(Kit Harington) and Victor 
(Colin Morgan) intend to enlist 
but Vera’s parents (Dominic 
West, Emily Watson) are 
resistant. 

“I know a little more about 


war than you young lady and it’s 
never short and it’s never fast,” 
Mr Brittain tells his daughter 
sternly when Vera argues her 
sibling’s case. 

They eventually relent and 
Vera heads to the dreaming 
spires of Oxford. 

Romance blossoms between 
Vera and Roland, and Aunt Belle 
(Joanna Scanlan) acts as a 
chaperone for the young couple 
on their dates to ensure their 
conduct doesn’t overstep the 
bounds of public decency. 

Against the advice of her 
parents, Vera postpones her 
higher education to volunteer as 
a nurse and treat soldiers, who 
have been physically and 
emotionally scarred by their 
experiences. 

Friendships and family ties 
are strained as Vera and her 
loved ones search for glimmers 
of hope amid the devastation. 

Testament Of Youth is a 
visually arresting portrait of 
those tumultuous years of 
blood-stained European history 
and director Kent demonstrates 
moments of brio. 

However, for all its physical 
splendour and Max Richter’s 
elegiac orchestral score, the film 
doesn’t stir the heart, even with 
Vikander wringing herself 
emotionally dry as Vera’s 
dearest friends become 
casualties of the conflict. 

At 130 minutes, the ambitious 
running time sags noticeably in 
the middle act, but thankfully 
regains momentum and 
composure as Vera’s cosy 
existence is steadily reduced to 
rubble.

in the making 


History 

Sherlock and The Hobbit star Martin Freeman's 
latest role is playing one of the producers that 
televised the trial of one of the key architects of 
the Holocaust. Here he explains what drew him 
to the role and why it was important to tell the 
fascinating story of The Eichmann Show 


What is The Eichmann Show 
about? 

It’s about the televising of the 
trial of Adolf Eichmann - what 
went in to televising it, how 
difficult it was to get it broadcast 
and the eventual triumph of 
getting it broadcast, and I play 
the producer that pulls it all 
together. 

How much did you know about 
it before hand? 

I knew a fair bit about the 
Eichmann trial itself, but I knew 
nothing about how it was 
broadcast. I guess you don’t - you 
look at big events in history on 
television or on the radio and 
you don’t think, ‘Who broadcast 
this?’, you just look at the event. 
When I look at the FA Cup I’m 
not thinking of the outside 
broadcast or when I’m watching 
Diana’s funeral, you don’t think 
about who’s calling the shots, so 
no I didn’t know anything about 
the story that we’re covering no. 
What was your reaction when 
you first read the script? 

I thought it was very good and 
liked it, that’s why I wanted to do 
it. I thought it was well written. I 
thought the power struggle 
between broadcasters and people 


with money and my character 
Milton Fruchtman who thought 
it was really important to 
broadcast it was interesting, and 
it rang true to me because I work 
in television and film and know 
how difficult it is to get anything 
made. And this was a pretty 
unprecedented job - it was the 
first time that Holocaust 
survivors had really been heard 
first hand in such great 
numbers, so I thought it was 
very interesting. 

Tell us about your character? 

Milton Fruchtman was an 
American TV and film producer. 
When Eichmann was brought to 
Israel, Milton went to 
Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime 
Minister, and asked permission 
to shoot the trial. It was a long 
process to secure it, but he 
always had Ben-Gurion’s trust. 

What was it like working with 
the director and other cast? 

It was great. Paul Andrew 
Williams is a really talented 
bloke, I’ve had my eye on him 
since London to Brighton came 
out, and he’s a really great guy - 
very human. He’s not afraid to 
show vulnerability, but he’s very 
funny and he desperately wants 


what he does to be good, and was 
always trying to do it right. I 
loved him, and I loved the cast. 
Anthony LaPaglia was really 
lovely to work with and there 
were a couple of English actors 
that I already knew so it was a 
really first class group of people. 
How did you find making a 
programme about such 
difficult subject matter? Were 
any scenes particularly 
difficult to film? 

There were a couple of scenes 
where we as our characters had 
to be watching archive footage of 
the camps which is always very 
unpleasant. There was quite a lot 
of it and some films that I hadn’t 
seen before - and I’d seen a lot of 
that footage before - so that was 
difficult. Otherwise the difficulty 
for me really is the technical 
thing of keeping in an accent 
that’s not my own, keeping in an 
East Coast accent the whole time 
- that’s pretty difficult. 

Why do you think your 
character wanted to televise 
the trial of Adolf Eichmann? 

From a career point of view, he 
knew this was going to be a once 
in a lifetime opportunity and he 
wanted to be at the helm of it, 
and also he saw the importance 
of this story being told. The trial 
was seen by a lot of people all 
over the world, and it was the 
first time really that the 
Holocaust became the Holocaust 
as we know it. It was the first 
time people en masse had heard 
first-hand testimony from 
survivors. People obviously knew 
that something truly terrible had 


happened under the Nazis but 
maybe it was the first time the 
scale and breadth had had a 
human face put on it - the face of 
the survivors. But also the fact 
that it was Eichmann - he was a 
fairly unprepossessing looking 
person, he didn’t look evil, he 
didn’t look like a monster, he 
looked like a normal, ordinary 
guy. So I think all of that was 
important for Milton, it’s 
important from a television point 
of view, and also as a human 
being. It had only happened 15 or 
16 years earlier - well within 
their lifetime. We had to 
understand it a bit better, and I 
think by the end of the trial we 
did understand it better. And 
maybe there was more 
understanding of why it 
happened - because that’s always 
the big question. We know how 
things happen, but a harder 
thing to get to the bottom of- 
whether it’s Rwanda or the 
Holocaust or the Moors murders 
- is why it happened. Why do 
people get to a point where this 
happens? 

Although certainly not all 
those questions were answered 
during the trial, maybe a few of 
them were. I think it teaches us 
that people who can be 
responsible for these terrible 
things are not monsters and they 
don’t have two heads, they look 
and sound and often even think 
quite similarly to us which is the 
scariest thing of all.

Mason Jr (Ellar Coltrane) moves house with his mother Olivia 
(Patricia Arquette) and precocious older sister, Samantha 
(Lorelei Linklater), who keeps him awake with her renditions 
of Britney songs. Errant father Mason Sr (Ethan Hawke) takes 
the children 10-pin bowling and the boy pleads for the 
introduction of safeguards to keep his ball out of the gutter. 
“You don’t want bumpers - life doesn’t give you bumpers,” 
his old man counsels. Major pop culture and political events 
including the publication of Harry Potter And The Half-Blood 
Prince and Obama’s presidential campaign bookmark Mason 
Jr’s childhood as he blossoms into a sullen and awkward 
teenager. En route, Olivia ricochets from a bad marriage to a 
drunk professor (Marco Perella) to a bad marriage to one of 
her students (Brad Hawkins), with occasional appearances 
from Mason Sr to dispense pithy words of wisdom. 

Shot in fits and spurts over the course of 12 years, 

Boyhood is a directorial doozy of dazzling ambition and 
scope that falls short in terms of pacing and compelling 
narrative arcs. From a technical perspective, this is a 
staggering achievement - a testament to writer-director 
Richard Linklater’s determination that could have fallen apart 
at any point. Arquette is the emotional heart and she delivers 
a warm, textured performance. Coltrane starts the film as a 
cheeky cherub, who is slightly wooden in front of the camera, 
but he grows in confidence and stature. 

It’s easy to be blinded by the glorious gimmick that initiated 
Boyhood, but if you judge Linklater’s film purely on what 
made it to the screen, it’s a fascinating yet flawed experiment.

Chechen refugee Issa Karpov (Grigoriy Dobrygin) enters 
Hamburg illegally and seeks refuge with a kind Turkish 
woman (Derya Alabora) and her son (Tamer Yigit). They put 
Issa in touch with immigration lawyer Annabel Richter 
(Rachel McAdams) and Tommy Brue (Willem Dafoe), who is 
head of the private bank used by Issa’s sadistic father to 
store his ill-gotten coffers. German intelligence operative 
Gunther Bachmann (Philip Seymour Hoffman) and his team 
comprising right-hand woman Irna Frey (Nina Hoss) and 
juniors Maximilian (Daniel Bruhl) and Niki (Vicky Krieps) 
identify Issa as an escaped militant jihadist. They choose 
not to arrest him but use Issa as bait to snag Muslim 
academic and philanthropist Dr Faisal Abdullah (Homayoun 
Ershadi), who is suspected of channelling funds to terrorist 
Islamic organisations. The plan doesn’t unfold smoothly and 
Gunther’s operation faces intense scrutiny from 
high-ranking CIA operative Martha Sullivan (Robin Wright). 

Based on the 2008 novel of the same name by John Le 
Carre, A Most Wanted Man is a slow-burning espionage 
thriller, which steadily cranks up the tension, building to a 
nerve-jangling finale that has us holding our breath. Anton 
Corbijn’s film delights in the minutiae of the spy game. 
Expertly choreographed scenes of surveillance are 
punctuated by verbal fireworks and threats of violence. The 
uniformly excellent international cast is anchored by 
Hoffman, who delivers a typically understated yet riveting 
portrayal of a German intelligence agent, who lives on his 
nerves and occasionally swigs whisky and puffs on 
cigarettes.

ever have I been one that could be 
described as a frequent traveller, so 
when telling all I was jetting off as far as 
Iceland at the start of winter, the tone of 
responses ranged from surprise to 
intrigue and then bafflement. 

From “wrap up warm” to, ‘“isn’t it cold out 
there“, they weren’t exactly unconfined whoops of 
joy. 

The reactions then diversified as I told more 
people, to “wow, will you be going to see the 
Northern Lights” and “is that where they filmed 
Interstellar*'? 

I blame the name - Iceland is just so literal, isn’t 
it? 

But after a packed two-and-half days I am 
pleased to report that all three predictions came 
true. 

I belong to the subset of holidaymakers who care 
just as much about the accommodation as the 
sights and sounds. 

After a day spent exploring, shopping, hiking or 
driving, who wants worry about trifling things 
like a bed, hot shower and service? 

So when we took the long drive to the four star 
Hotel Ranga from Kevlafik airport, wrapped up in 
two jumpers, a parka coat, it’s accurate to say I 
was as concerned about that as I was about 
spotting where Matthew McConaughey might have 
hung out. 

And I am glad to say that with Hotel Ranga, I 
had absolutely nothing to worry about. 

Set deep in the Icelandic countryside, the hotel 
is easy to miss if hurtling along the never ending 
route which leads to the south coast of the country. 

But it makes a virtue of its somewhat secluded 
location. 

Ideally placed for stargazers who want to spot 
the Northern Lights, the hotel also overlooks the 
River Ranga, from which its fish is farmed and 
served fresh to guests.

Its heavily wooden-inspired interior also 
screams warmth, so the parka was immediately 
unzipped and thermals were shed even before I 
made my way to our room. 

The low ceilings and decor also give off the 
feeling that you are staying in somebody’s house 
rather than a hotel with dozens of other guests. 

But don’t let its homely appearance fool you, the 
fact this is a four star hotel is made apparent by 
the utter professionalism of the organisation. 

It’s a travel truism that no matter how clean and 
soft the bed, and how tasty the food, a guest’s 
experience is always predicated on how they are

treated by staff. 

Fortunately in our experience, Hotel Ranga did 
justice to that. 

Owner Friorik Palsson places huge emphasis on 
quality of service and can be proud of his excellent 
staff. 

Knowing nothing about the country, we were 
given a rundown of the best sights of the Icelandic 
south coast within driving distance, and I wasn’t 
the only one, judging by the queue of 
dumbfounded guests clutching maps. 

And one of its strengths is where it’s based, 20 
minutes away from the Golden Circle tour, which 


will eventually lead you to the Great Geysir, or 
how about a trek to the Eyjafjallajokull glacier - 
the volcano which caused so much disruption to 
flights across Europe back in 2010. 

That’s not only the good deed they do. Out here 
for the Northern Lights? Well check the box next 
to your room number and you’ll be called as soon 
as they arrive. 

The wake-up call is also included in one of the 
packages on offer, along with access to the 
observatory, so stargazers are also well catered for 
if that’s what you’re after. 

Blankets are provided in case you get a bit chilly, 
and benches are conveniently placed to allow 
people the luxury of lying down. 

If you’re fortunate enough to bag one of the 
luxury suites for a party or a honeymoon, you 
might be loathe to jump out and head into the cold 
night air, but that’s not to say you’ll be leaping to 
get away from the standard and deluxe rooms. 

The luxury suites are modelled on each of the 
seven continents, with the decoration themed 
around this. 

The earlier brief mention of freshly caught fish 
doesn’t do Ranga’s gourmet restaurant justice 
either. 

Although not cheap on it’s own, if included in 
the package you could treat yourself to a three 
course meal. 

Yes, reindeer and puffin options leap out from 
the menu, but it can be as traditional as you want. 
And to be honest, there aren’t a huge number of 
options in the vicinity of the hotel, so it’s the 
perfect place to round off the evening 

Make sure to try the wonderful salmon, steamed 
and vacuumed, or the lamb, as part of the main 
course. 

My only regret is not bringing my camera to 
capture the Northern Lights, but it will live long 
in the memory, unlike the answers to those pesky 
questions about my holiday destination.

he Renault Twingo switches from a 
front-engined front wheel drive hatch to a 
rear-engined rear wheel drive city car. 
Developed in conjunction with Daimler, 
Renault’s baby looks set to give rivals 
such as the Peugeot 108 and Volkswagen up! 
something to worry about. 

If you were guessing at who Renault has 
partnered up with to make the third generation 
Twingo, congratulations if you chose Nissan. It’s 
the logical answer, with Renault owning more than 
43 per cent of the Japanese company. 

Unfortunately it’s also the wrong answer. 

Give yourself a clap on the back if you came up 
with Daimler AG, owners of Mercedes-Benz and, 
more pertinently, Smart. Yes, this Twingo is built 
on the chassis of future Smart cars. After realising 


that both companies seemed to be in the early 
design stages of very similar concepts, Renault 
and Daimler signed a strategic co-operation 
agreement in 2010, marking the official green light 
for the joint development of the Twingo and the 
next versions of the two- and four-seat Smart. 

The first generation Twingo was launched in 
1992 and was a huge success in continental Europe 
although never sold in right-hand drive form here 
in the UK. We had to wait for the second 
generation car, which arrived in 2007 and carved 
itself a profitable niche here, especially in perky 
Renaultsport 133 guise. 

The third generation car is the most 
adventurous yet but will have to beat some serious 
competition. 

The big news with this Twingo is that, compared 


to its predecessor, it’s completely back to front. 
Where that car was a front-engined front-wheel 
drive platform much like almost every other city 
car on sale, this time round there’s been a radical 
change. The engine is now located at the back and 
drives the rear wheels. Yes, like a Smart car. 

A pair of three-cylinder engines have been 
developed specially for this role. The first is a 
based on the existing 898cc TCe 90 ENERGY unit 
and develops 90PS and 135Nm of torque, but is 
angled at 49 degrees to increase interior space. The 
second powerplant is a unit of the same capacity 
but with 70PS and a modest 90Nm. Both deploy 
power through a compact five-speed manual 
gearbox. 

The advantages of a rear-mounted engine in a 
city car are easy to appreciate. Even with a 


smallish engine up front, turning circles are often 
compromised by the amount of under-bonnet real 
estate the front wheels have to move in. With no 
engine to worry about, you can offer a genuinely 
tiny 8.65m turning circle. 

With the wheels at each corner of the car, you’re 
not going to get the sort of weighty, tail-endy feeling 
you’d get in a ‘traditional’ rear-engined model 
where the engine’s slung a long way out beyond the 
rear axle. The Dynamique TCe 90 is fitted with 
Variable Gear Ratio power-assisted steering, 
making the vehicle more agile and reactive at lower 
speeds. 

The Twingo has a fairly conventional city car 
silhouette, with elements of Fiat 500 in its cheeky 
domed profile. The front end adopts the usual 
Renault family face with bulging headlamps.

racing’s in the genes 

Ten-year-old karter’s following in father’s footsteps

WITH a father who beat former 
Formula One World Champion 
Jenson Button when he was 
younger, motor racing is certainly 
in the genes for hopeful Astin 
Wigley. 

But the ten-year-old, from Har¬ 
low, does not plan to follow in the 
footsteps of his hero Lewis 
Hamilton, and is instead target¬ 
ing the British Touring Car 
Championship in the future. 

His father Tony was a keen 
karter as a boy and once defeated 
Frome Flyer Button in a race. 

Astin, a pupil at Church 
Langley Primary School, has 
honed his skills at the same track 
which made Hamilton famous, at 
Hoddesdon’s Rye House Kartway. 

The year 2015 is a massive one 
for Astin, of Coalport Close, as he 
moves up to Super One series. 

He will be competing across the 
country, taking on rivals at new 
tracks including Buckmore Park 
in Kent, as well as others in Wales, 
Scotland and Cumbria. 

The series starts in April at the 
Lakeland Stadium in Rowrah. 

But proud dad Tony, 40, warned: 
“He’s not going to be the next 
Lewis Hamilton - he’s going to be 
the next Astin Wigley!” 

Astin has already competed at 
the famous Buckmore Park track 
in Dartford, Kent as well as fur¬ 
ther afield at circuits in Duxford 
in Cambridgeshire, Scotland and 
Sheffield. 

He started racing when he was 
just six years old. 

Favourite 

His favourite race track is the 
less known one at Kimbolton in 
Cambridgeshire. 

His preference might have 
something to do with the fact that 


he secured the Driver of the Year 
at Kimbolton last season. 

He has been racing Honda 
Cadet karts over the last couple of 
years, enjoying a string of vic¬ 
tories. 

After much deliberation he has 
now decided to switch to Super 
One, and starts his first race in 
April. 

He hopes to move up to the 
Renault Clio Cup when he is 14 if 
he fares well at Super One. 

Astin has various sponsors 
including Harlow-based Reyland 
Johnson Estate Agents and UFO 
kart engines. 

Tony said: “He has won quite a 
lot. He has been doing really, 
really well. 

“I take him all around the coun¬ 
try. He really is a chip off the old 
block.” 

“I was a keen karter but I gave it 
up. I taught him everything I 
know.” 

However, Astin’s success has 
given his father the racing bug 
back and he has resumed his 
career once again. 

Tony is confident there are big 
things ahead for his son as he 
progresses up the ranks. 

He is well aware that Hamilton 
was picked up by FI giant McLar¬ 
en after impressing at Rye 
House. 

“I wouldn’t mind if he decides 
to go into Formula One but I think 
he likes touring cars. If he had an 
opportunity to go into Formula 
One I would not stop him. But 
touring cars are better - he’s more 
of a fan of touring cars.” 

His son’s success has conjured 
great memories for Tony, who 
raced across the country nearly 30 
years ago. 

His claim to fame is beating 
Button back in the 1980s. He also 
raced against Anthony Davidson 
and the late Dan Wheldon. 

Tony has competed at various

In addition, his top 
performances of 12.12m in the 
6kg shot put and 1.83m in the 
high jump ranked him in fourth 
and 11th place respectively in the 
country for his new age group. 

Will, of Hatfield Heath, said: “I 
came here and wanted to finish 
in the top half, achieve personal 
bests in as many events as 
possible and learn from the more 
experienced athletes.

Will has a busy indoor season 
ahead and competes next in a 
South East regional competition 
this coming weekend.
